One of the petitions in connection

BRruns- 
wick to Atianta, from 23 to 13 cents, 
the lattec being the rate now prevail- 
ing.in the opposite direction, from At- 
lanta to the ports. | 

In addition to the railroads, the At- 
lanta Steel Company also opposed this 
petition on the ground that the reduc- 
tion asked, if granted, would prac- 
tically force it out of business. 

The other petition involved was that 
of the MeCord-Stewart Compan, and 
other wholesale dealers, asking a reé 
duction from 35 to 15 cents per 100 
pounds on green coffee, carload Iicts, 
from Savannah and Brunswick to At- 
anta. 

The Savannah Chamber of Com- 
n.tree, reprerenting the commercial in- 
terests of that city, fought both peti- 
tions and had a representative before 
the railroad commission for that pur- 
pose. 

Governor Smith, it will be recalled, 
wrote a letter to the commission urg- 
ing that body to grant port rates. 

It will also be recalled that the gov- 
ernor asked the commission to order a 
reduction of 5 cents per 100 pounds on 
cotton from interior points to the 
pots. The commission, bh wever, 
tcok no action on this phase of the 
matter.

It Will Be Important Link 
to Illinois Central. 


Georgia Line Will Be Op- 
erated Under. Separate Man- 
agement—Harahan Talks of 
Growth of South. 


Chicago, June  17.—(Special.)—The 
Central of Georgia is to be made a 
very important link in the Illinois Cen- 
tral system, according to President J. 
T. Harahan, who returned from the 
east today, where the deal for the 
transfer of the seaboard line was con- 
summated. 

The cause for the purchase of the 
road is to be found in the fact that 
the development Of the south has been 
so rapid of late years that the [llinois 
Central desires to place itself in a 
commanding position with respect to 
rates and traffic. Mr. Harahan stated 
that there was to be no immediate 
change in the management of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia,.which would continue 
for the present, at least, to be oper- 
ated under a separate management. 

“In actual condition of traffic and 
operation,” he said, “there is to. be 
no change. Our road has always sus- 
tained close traffic relations with the 
Central of Georgia, and has through 
train service in connection with that 
road. The road gives us an outlet to 
the seaboard, and places us in posi- 
tion to keep in the fore rank’ with re- 
spect to southeastern traffic. In time 
there will be a great improvement in 
the through freight and passenger ser- 
vice. between the middle west and the 
larger centers of the southeast.” 

The acquisition of the road by the 
IlHinola Central bids fair to have an 
important effect upon the business re- 
lations between Chicago and the mar- 
kets of. the southeast. The Illinois 
Central is now in position to dictate 
freight rates to and from the south- 
eastern markets and to place Chicago 
on a parity with the eastern manufac- 
turing centers with respect to busi- 
ness to the southeast.

HARAHAN TALKS (DEMOCRATS SHY 
~—ATTFTS PLAN 


They Propose to Fight 
for an Income Tax. 


For the Present, at Least, the. 


‘They Believe the President's 


Proposal Is Intended. to Pre- 
vent a Direct Vote on the 
Proposition for an Income 
Tax.

Washington, June 17.—When the in- 


come tax question comes ‘up ir the 


senate tomorrow, Senator Aldrich, 


chairman of the finance committee, 
will again move that action be de- 
ferred until after schedules in the 
tariff bill shall\ have been completed. 

This motion will carry with it Pres- 
ident Taft’s program for the enact- 
ment of a law taxing net earnings of 
corporations and the adoption of a 
resolution submitting the question of 
amending the constitution so0.as_ to 
permit congress to levy and collect a 
tax on incomes without regard to ap- 
portionment among the states. Mr. 
Aldrich will make tne statement that 
he believes consideration of schedules 
may be finished by Monday, and he 
will suggest that the consideration of 
the income tax and corporation tax 
measures be postponed until that time. 

Democrats , Stand Pat. 

At a caucus of the democratic sen- 
ators today, it was decided that the 
minority shall stand by their previous 
declaration in favor of the enactment 
of an income tax law at the present 
session. The caucus was well attend- 
ed. There were speeches by Senators 
Bailey, Shively, Culberson, Money and 
Rayner, and brief remarks by a num- 
ber of others, in which the opinion 
was expressed that the administration 
movement in placing a tax on net earn- 
ings of corporations is designed to 
prevent the income tax amendment 
from receiving a direct vote. 

All of these senators did not de- 
nounce the plan of President Taft for 
the taxing of corporations. Many 
democrats believe in that plan, but 
they are opposed to the side-tracking 
of the income tax issue. 

Previously to the caucus there was 
a discussion of the president's program 
in. the democratic cloak room. It was 
suggested that Senator Bailey might 
withdraw his amendment until after 
Senator Aldrich presents the amend- 
ment for a tax on the earnings of 
corporatiens. The purpose of that 
move would be to avoid the  presi- 
dent's plan being offered as a substi- 
‘tute for the income tax .amendment. 
The Bailey amendment then could be 
offered after the corporation tax 
amendment was before the senate, and 
only a motion to table or.refer to a 
committee could digplace ft. Thus, a 
direct vote on the amendment; it was 
argued, could not be prevented. Sen 
ator Culberson, the minority leader, 
said tonight that the parliamentary

Now It Is Up to the Mayor and 
City Council to See That the 
City Is Kept Clean and Free 
From All Disease-Spreading 
Garbage — Action Must Be 


Taken Soon. 


The health department, in behalf of 
the people of Atlanta, is making a 
most earnest appeal to the mayor and 
generai council for sufficient funds 


| with which to take care of the city 


' during the summer.

It has been clear- 
ly shown that unless a sufficient appro- 
priation is made at once the sanitary 
department cannot remove the garbage 
from the yards. 

Only recently the general council 
passed an ordinance forcing every citi- 
ven to provide a water-tight recepta- 
cle for the garbage collected on their 
premises. The people secured the re- 
ceptacies, and paid out in the netgh- 
borhood of $100,000 in order to carry 
out the law, and at the same time keep 
the city clean. 

The people at a great cost and some 
inconvenience have done their part. 

Will the city government do its part? 

That is the question which will con- 
front the general council when it meets 
next Monday afternoon. 

Situation Very Serious, 

Chief Jentzen sent a communication 

to the general council last Tuesday, in 


iwhich he made a plain statement of 


the serious condition which faces the 
city. 
use vacant lots on which to dump 
garbage; that he has not enough wag- 
ons and mules with which to keep the 
yards clean; that he must have more 
teams at once. A new crematory, he 
states, would relieve the situation, but 
it is too late for that to do any good 
this summer. The relief must be im- 
mediate. 

The health officer, Dr. J. P. Kenne- 
dy, every member of the board of 
health and Mayor Pro Tem. Charies M. 
toberts, ex-officio member of the 
health board, all join with the sanitary 
chief in stating that something 
must be done at once if Atlanta is to 
be Kept clean and free from disease 
germs. They all join in saying that 
the people have done all required of 
them to carry out the new sanitary 
law, and that it is up to the city gov- 
ernment tosave Atlanta from unclean- 
liness and disease. 

The following is the very earnest 
way ‘In which the health officials speak 
of the serious sanitary situation: 

Was Never More Serious. 

Health Officer J. P. Kennedy: “At- 
lanta was never faced with a more 
serious situation in her Sanitary af- 
fairs. We called upon the people to 
keep their premises clean with water- 
tight garbage receptacles. They have 
done so, and now the sanitary depart- 
ment is unable to haul the garbage 
away. From a health point of view 
this means that Atlanta will suffer 
unless there is immediate relief. ° I 
cannot give too solemnly the warning. 
Today garbage cans are being allowed 
toremain unemptied fordays because

The 
bell boy said he saw Mrs. Gould sit- 
ting in the reception room waiting for 
Mr. Farnum on November 19, and 
after Mr. Farnum came they went up to 
Mrs. Gould’s rooms. 
On two occasions that day he was 
called to Mrs. Gould’s rooms, the bell 
boy said, and each time he saw Mrs. 
Gould and Mr. Farnum alone in the 
room, They were in the outside room, 
which was really a bedroom with a 
bed in it, but which Mrs. Gould used 
as @ reception room, according to the 
witness. Mrs. Gould talked with him 
each time with the door partly closed, 
he said. He did not see them to- 
gether in the public dining room or 
about the hotel at any time, the wit- 
ness deposed. Farnum changed his 
room and obtained one on the floor 
above, directly over Mrs. Gould's 
rooms, eccording to the witness. 

Mrs. Gould’s counsel read into the 
record the cross-examination of’ the 
bell boy, in which he told of coming 
to New York, and seeing Mr. Watson, 
of counsel for the defendant and talk- 
ing over the testimony which he was 
to,give. The boy said he went to vari- 
ous places of amusement and had a 
grand time while in New York on 
the expense money allowed him by 
Mr. Watson. He said he had not re- 
ceived nor been promised any money 
for testifying, except his expense and 
pay for his loss of time in his posi- 
tion.

Chancellor Barrow’s Addreas. 

Chancellor Barrow, of the State uni- 
versity, in part, said: 

“Georgia, through her numerous in- 
stitutions of learning and through us, 
her humble servants, is attempting to 
train her ycung men to cope with the 
rroblems of modern society, problems 
which are yearly becoming more and 
more complex. These increasing dif- 
ficulties call for greater ability in or- 
der that they may be properly met and 
overcome. Rapidity of thought and 
action are absolutely essential. The 
successful man must today think and 
act simultaneously. And skill alone 
(is not sufficient. Earnestness and 
courage and faithfulness to purpose 
ere essentials in this day of fierce 
competition and opportunities for 
graft and the satiation of greed. 

“We hear men talk of the coming 
invasion of our section by the educated 
east. I tell you, young gentlemen, this 
invasion has already begun and is now 
going on. Our vast forests, our wa- 
ter power, our mines, our almost limit- 
less resources have, in many cases, 
been sold to eastern syndicates for a 
mere pittance, because the state has 
not been wise enough to educate her 
citizens to appreciate their true value. 
And unless the young Georgians of to- 
day are educated the future will sure- 
ly find them hewers of wood and 
bringers of water for the educated and 
moneyed east. 

“Go out into the world, young gen- 
tlemen, remembering these things, and 
bearing in mind that your native state 
has educated you for her service, for 
the service of her coming generations, 
and for the service of mankind at 
large.” 

Before delivering the diplomas, 
President Matheson made a short, 
earnest talk to the graduating class, 
in which he reminded them of their 
duty arising out of their superior op- 
portunities. Their one great duty to 
themselves and their state, he said, is 
to grow stronger. 

Hon. N. E. Harris Speaks.

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RUSS WARSHIP FIRES 
ON BRITISH VESSEL 


One Member of English 
Crew Was Wounded. 


The British Steamer Got Too 
Close to the Bay Where the 
Russian and German Rulers 
Are Holding a Meeting. 


Viborg, Finland, June 17.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Woodburn was fired upon 
by a’ Russian torpedo boat for ap- 
proaching too close to the bay on the 
Finnish coast, where Emperor Nicho- 
las and Emperor William met today. 
The Woodburn was hailed and fired 
upon last night. 

The projectile from the torpedo boat 
pierced a' steam pipe and one member 
of the crew of the English vessel was 
wounded. The incident shows the ex- 
treme nervousness for the safety of 
Emperor Nicholas, even at sea. 

Russian torpedo boats have been pa- 
trolling Pitkipas bay, the rendezvous 
of the two emperors, and it was one 
of these guard vessels that fired on 
the British ship. 

First Shot'a Blank. 

Shockholm, June 17.—Dispatches re-.; 
ceived here from Helsingfors confirm 
the news that the British steamer 
Woodburn, of Newcastle, was fired 
upon by a vessel of the Russian squad- 
ron in Pitkipas bay, the rendezvous 
of Emperor Nicholas and Emperor 
William. 

The first shot was a blank charge, 
but this was followed a few seconds 
later by two shells. Portions of the 
shells penetrated the bulkheads and 
the boiler of the Woodburn. The en- 
gineer of the steamer was wounded 


lin the leg and was taken aboard the 


Russian cruiser Asia, where his wounds 
were dressed. Later the wounded man 
was conveyed to a hospital at Viborg. 

After making repairs, the Woodburn 
sailed tonight for her home port. 

No Statement by British Office. 

London, June 17.—Neither the for- 
eign office nor the Russian embassy 
here has issued any statement regard- 
ing the firing upon the British steam- 
er Woodburn by a Russian warship in 
the vicinity of Viborg. The owners 
of the vessel, Whitfield & Co., of New- 
castle, have received a telegram from 
Captain Robertson, dated Frederiks- 
hafen, confirming the reports of the at- 
tack on his ship.

in this city. He declared that the 
increased use of the automobile would 
stimulate interest in good roads; that 
good roads were what the people 
everywhere wanted, and anything that 
would encourage their construction 
was of advantage to the state, 

A good roads meeting was a fea- 
ture of the first day’s session of the 
county officers’ convention. There was 
some misunderstanding about this 
meeting. Those who attended this 
convention were the sheriffs and 
clerks of the county courts. They are 
not the men who actually engage in 
the work of road construction. But 
they told with enthusiasm of the ef- 
forts being put forward by their Tre- 
spective counties. 

Colonel Jesse E, Mercer, of Fitz- 
gerald, announced that the meeting 
held last week in Albany had been 
adjourned to Fitzgerald, and he called 
N. L. Tift, the chairman of the Al- 
bany meeting, to take the chair. Mr. 
Tift made a brief address, and then 
William R. Bowen, chairman of the 
county commissioners of Ben Hill 
county, was made permanent chair- 
man, according to the custom which 
has prevailed in the past. 

Observe Sign Post Law. 

One of the first of the practical 
questions in connection. with road 
building, discussed before the gather- 
ing, was the matter of properly post- 
ing the roads of the state. There is 
now a law requiring mile posts and 
sign boards on the state’s public roads, 
but the law has fallen into disregard. 

The county officers themselves have 
recently experienced the difficulty 
which this neglect has caused. In 
touring their own sections in automo- 
biles, they have found it difficult to 
travel without directions once  out- 
side their own counties. With the 
roads of their counties they are, of 
course, familiar, but they get lost in 
the neighboring counties as easily as 
the average traveler by the _ public 
road. 

The officers declared that 
now on they propose to see that the 
state law requiring sign posts and 
mile posts is strictly observed in their 
respective counties. 

How Ben Hill Works It, 

Mr. Bowen told of the plans made 
by Ben Hill in this line. They have 
received a proposition from an  ad- 
vertising concern to erect and main- 
tain the guide posts along the roads 
if given the privilege of placing ad- 
vertising matter thereon. The county 
commissioners have practically de- 
cided to accept the proposal. 

At the meeting last night the roll 
of counties was called, and one repre- 
sentative from each county present 
was urged to tell what was being 
done for the cause of good roads in 
his county. 

J. H. McClure, clerk of the court of 
Campbell, said his county was spending 
all the money it could get in the ef- 
fort to inrprove its roadgy 

W. P. Ward, the ordinary of Coffee 
county, said the people in his section 
were losing no opportunity to  a4d- 
vance the good roads movement, and 
sent a delegation with the scout cars 
on the trip to Macon and another to 
Jacksonville.

«d in the dominion of Canada. 

Duty Not Justificd. 

Citing rates of wages in this country 
end Canada, he undertodk to show thet 
the United States had an adWVantage 
in that respect. Turning to his re- 
publican colleagues, he asked them 
how, in view ofthat fact, they could 
justify a duty on these products for 
the “protection of labor.” 

Without divulging the source of 
their information in any definite man- 
ner, Senators Aldrich and Hale flatly 
contradicted these statements in refer- 
ence to wages and cost of production. 
They insisted that the Mann committee 
cf the house of representatives, from 
whieh Mr. Brown quoted, was lacking 
in accurate testimony and contended 
that even accepting that report, it 
could nvot be maintained that the 
United States had an advantage in the 
production. This dispute ran along 
for two hous. 

There was a large attendance of 
democrats, who, for the most part, 
remained siient thréughout the debate. 

Senator Tillman wes an exception. 
“These vary papers that are asking’ 
for free pa,er,” said Mr. Tillman, “are 
the very headlights of protection and 
they deny me the opportunity to buy 
this coat or shoes witheet a tariff 
(illugtrating by pointing to the articles 
of his attire), yet they want free pa- 
per.” 

“Humbugs,” Says Tillman. 

Looking about the senate with a 
deep scowl, Mr. Tillman brought his 
fcot down on the velvet carpet with 
resounding effect as he added: 

“They are humbugs.” 

Then he took his seat. 

Senator Bailey was also heard brief- 
ly. In facetious measure he suggest- 
ed that an amendment should be 
drawn, giving the benefit of free paper 
to free trade papers and levying @ 
duty on paper used by protective tariff 
journals. 

Mr. Brown still held the floor w'*n 
the senate adjourned earlier t¥m 
usual to pe:mit a democratic caucus 
He wil] resume discussion of his 
amendment for free paper tomorrow.

ee ABOUT MAKING ROADS 

At yesterday's meeting of the coun- 
ty officers of Georgia, he'd at Fitz- 
gerald, Ga., attention was called to 
the present need for a more strict ob- 
servance of the state law requiring 
public roads to be properly marked 
with sign boards. 

The law on this subject has been 
largely ignored of late years by the 
county commissioners of the state, but 
the increased travel by automobile 
and the greatly revived interest in 
road improvement has made county of- 
ficers, charged with ‘road construction, 
look more closely into this subject. 

Under the law, it is made the duty 
of the road overseers appointed by 
the county commissioners to see that 
mile posts are erected at the proper 
distances and sign boards placed at 
the forks of every public road. Fail- 
ure is punishable by fine. 

In section 7, paragraphs 552 to 55, of 
the code of Georgia, it is provided’ as 
part of the duties of overseers, that— 

“They shall measure all that part 
of the road to which they. may be 
appointed, beginning at the court- 
house, and at the end of each mile set 
up a post or mark on some conspicu- 
ous place, which shall designate. the, 
number of miles rom thence to said 
courthouse; and the overseer in the 
next adjoining district shall likewise 
begin to measure and mark at the last 
mile post in the district thus meas- 
ured; but when such distriet shall end 
at the same county line, he shall, by 
some post or mark, designate the .dis- 
tance from such county line to their 
respective courthouses.

Draft of Taft Amendment. 

Attorney General Wickersham pre- 
sented to Senator Aldrich last night 
the draft of the amendment which 
President Taft desires to have adopt- 
ed, placing a tax on the net earnings 
of corporations. This draft was sub- 
mitted to the republican members. of 
the finance committee today, but no 
action was taken regarding it. It was 
not made public, and members of the 
committee declined to discuss its pro- 
visions. 

That “congress shall have power to 
lay and collect direct taxes upon in- 
come without apportionment among 
the several states, according to popula- 
tion,” is the subject of an amendment 
to the ccnstitution proposed in a reso- 
lution submitted to the senate today 
by Senator Brown. 

The resolution provides for the sub- 
mission of the question to the legisla- 
tures of the several states for their 
approval as suggested by the presi- 
dent. It was referred to the commit- 
tee on finance.

KILLED BY CHLOROFORM 


Experts Declare the Poison 
Was Administered 
Externally. 


Chicago, June 17.—Chloroform—ad- 
ministered ‘externally — caused the 
death of Mrs. Nora Jane Cleminson, 
wife of Dr. Haldane Cleminson, of this 
city, May 31, according to an official 
report made to Coroner Hoffman to- 
night by Dr. Walter S. Haines and Dr 
EK. L. Count, after a chemical analysis. 

Dr. Cleminson was arrested after hid 
wife's death. He declared that she 
must have poisoned herself accidental- 
ly, and no disposition of his case has 
been made. The coroner’s inquest wlil 
be reopened tomorrow. Coroner Hoff- 
man said the analysis showed that the 
chloroform had not been taken inter- 
nally. He stated also that it would be 
extremely difficult for a person to com- 
mit suicide by an external application 
of the poison, as sleep would come be- 
fore the second application could be 
made.

~It should not have required twenty-four hours, following the discovery 
that the sanitary department of Atlanta possessed wholly inadequate facili- 
ties for the prompt removal of garbage and other filth accumulations, to set 
in motion the necessary machinery to immediately supply this deficiency. 

The ordinance which required every residence and place of business to 
be equipped with covered garbage cans, which compels persons keeping 
horses and cows to provide for removal of stable accumulations and calls 
for thoroughly sanitary equipment in houses using surface closets, has been 
of force and effect now almost three weeks. 

Scarcely an instance of failure of compliance on the part of any of the 
30,000 homés and places of business in the city has been brought to Tight. 

Recognition of the wisdom of the law, the motive of self-preservation, 
threats of fine and even stockade sentence in recorder’s court have proven 
effective and the people throughout the city have complied with the require- 
ments of the ordinance. 

IT 1S THE CITY OF ATLANTA WHICH HAS FAILED TO MEET ITS 
CORRESPONDING OBLIGATION BECAUSE OF LACK OF FACILITIES TO 
COPE WITH THE SITUATION. 

Chief John Jentgen, of the sanitary department, fulfilled his duty when 
he notified council that the equipment and facilities placed at his disposal 
were quite insufficient to enable him promptly to remove all garbage and 
other filth accummulations as the ordinance demands. 

Thus is an emergent and weighty responsibility placed directly upon the 
city council. 

MADE AWARE OF THE EXISTENCE OF CONDITIONS LIKELY TO 
PROVE DANGEROUS AT ANY MOMENT, THAT BODY ADJOURNED 
WITHOUT HAVING TAKEN ACTION LOOKING TO IMMEDIATE RELIEF. 

After the public had been put on notice for three months as to what 
would be required of it; after the people of Atlanta had been warned that 
they might expect fine and even imprisonment in the city stockade ‘or will- 
ful violation of the terms of this sanitary ordinance, and after they had 
spent thousands of dollars in preparation for full compliance with it, calmly 
and with apparent indifference council permits itself to toy with the public 
health and tie red tape about it!

The city council meets again next Monday, precisely three weeks from 
the date upon which this sanitary ordinance became effective. 

If that meeting passes without provision having been made for the 
prompt removal of all garbage and for compliance on the city’s part with 
other requirements in that ordinance, it matters not at what sacrifice in 
other dire:tions THERE WILL HAVE ARISEN SUBSTANTIAL GROUNDS 
FOR THE CHARGE OF CRIMINAL NEGLECT. 

No matter what the cost, Atlanta cannot afford and must not let condi- 
tions revert to what they were before this sanitary ordinance 'ecame 
operative. 

That such will be the effect unless the necessary equipment and facil- 
ities are supplied is already too apparent. 

If it becomes. necessary even to deprive some other department or de- 
partments of portions of their appropriations to meet this emergency, it still 
must be done and must be done promptly.

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REHABILITATION OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 


From all sections of the state comes warm commendation of the plan 
recently proposed by Governor-elect Joseph M. Brown in his Elberton ad- 
dress‘for the rehabilitation of the state school fund and consequent prompt 


‘payment of the Georgia teachers. 


Briefly, that plan is to float a $600,000 bond issue at approximately 2 
per cent, the proceeds from which shall be used to create a permanent loan 
fund, to be borrowed in the spring and summer to pay the teachers’ saiaries 
and to be reimbursed in the fall when taxes are collected. The plan con- 
leaving the teachers’ lcan 
fund a permanent fixture. 

Especially does this plan commend itself to the county school commis- 
sioners of the state, several of whom have written strongly approving it. 
The Constitution recently published eards from Hon. M,. L. Duggan, of Han- 
cock’ and others, directly to this point. The following from Commissioner 
Windsor, of Telfair county, is distinctly in line:

Political 
Discussed by Roosevelt.

Former President Says Govern- 
ment Must Be Wrested From 
Rich Men Who Are Using It 
for Selfish Purposes—Rule. 
of Mob Is Denounced. 


New York, June 1/.—Discussion of, 
the political problems confronting the 
country, throukh the development of 
power by large corporations is made 
in vigorous language by ex-President 
Roosevelt in his article in this week's 
Outlook. 

Taking for his subject “The Thrall- 
dom of Names,” Mr. Roosevelt says it 
behooves our people never to be mis- 
led by designing people who appeal 
to the reverence for, or antipathy to- 
ward a given name in order to achieve 
some alien purpose. r 

The rule of a mob, he declares, may 
be as tyrannical and oppressive as 
the rule of a single individual, and the 
rule of oligarchy, whether this olli- 
garchy is a plutocracy or a bureaucra- 
cy, may be as sordid and bloodthirsty 
as that of a mob; but the mob leaders 
usually state that all that they are do- 


Problems Are 


ing is necessary in order to advance 
the cause of ‘“‘liberty,” while the dic- 
tator and oligarchy are usually defend- 
ed upon the ground that the course 
they follow is absolutely necessary so 
as to secure “order.” 
Taken in by Word “Liberty.” 

“Many excellent people are taken 
in by the use of the word ‘liberty’ at the 
one time,’ says the ex-president, “and 
the use of the word ‘order’ at the other 
and ignore the simple fact that despot- 
ism is despoitsm, tyranny, ty- 
ranny, oppression, oppression, wheth- 
er committed by one individ- 
val or by many individuals, by a 
state or by a private corporation. All 
forms of tyranny and cruelty must 
alike be condemned by honest men. 

“We in this country have been very 
fortunate. Thanks to the teaching and 
practice of the men whom we must 
revere as leaders, of the men  \like 
Washington and Lincoln, we have hith-

avevab uuu ywdyu wwe WnWyawhi 
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erto escaped the twin gulfs of des- 
potism and mob rule, 
never been in any danger from the 
worst forms of _ religious bitterness. 
But we should, therefore, be all the 
more careful, as we deal with our in- 
dustrial and social problems, not to 
fall into mistakes similar to those 
which have brought lasting disaster 
on less fortunately situated peoples. 
“First and foremost, we must stand 
firmly on a basis of good, sound ethics. 
We intend to do what is right, for the 
ample and sufficient reason that it is 
right. If business is hurt by the stern 
exposure of crookedness and the result 


then business men must be hurt, even 
though good men are involved in the 


hurting, until it so adjusts itself that | 


it is possible to prosecute wrongdoing 
without stampeding the business com- 
munity into a terror-stricken defense 
of the wrongdoers and an angry as- 
sault upon those who have exposed 
them. On the other hand, we must be- 
ware, above all things, of being mis- 
led by wicked or foolish men who 
would condone homicide and violence, 
and apologize for the dynamiter and 
the . assassin, because, forsgoth, they 
choose to take the ground that crime 
is no crime, if the wicked man hap- 
pens also to have been a shiftless and 
unthrifty or lazy man who has never 
amassed property. 

Wrest Government from Rich Men. 

“It is essential that we should wrest 
the control of the government out of 
the hands of rich men who use it for 
unhealthy purposes, and should keep 
it out of their hands; and to this end 
the first requisite is to provide means 
adequately to deal with corporations 
which are essential to modern busi- 
ness, but which, under the decisions 
of the courts and because of the short- 
sightedness of the public, have become 
the chief factors in political and busi- 
ness debasement. But it would be just 
as bad to put the control of the gov- 
ernment into the hands of demagogues 
and visionaries who seek to pander 
to ignorance and prejudice by penaljz- 
ing thrift and business enterprise, and 
running all men of means, with as an 
attendant result, the rnin of the entire 
community.” 

Mr. Roosevelt quotes an article by 
Stevens, an English journalist, on con- 
ditions in the United States, written 
in 1896, in whch it was declared that 
if individualism is left absolutely un- 
controlled as a modern business condi- 
tion, it will follow that all power of 
individual achievement and individual 
effort in the average man will be 
crushed out just as effectively as if 
the state took absolute control of 
everything. On this line Mr. Roosevelt 
continues as follows: 

“Those who advocate total lack of 
regulation, those who advocate law-

Gentry, Who Killed Madge 
York, Will Receive 


"Clemency. 


Harrisburg, Pa., June 17.—The state 
board of pardons late today recom- 
mended a pardon for James B. Gentry, 
the actor, serving a life sentence for 
the murder of Madge Yorke, the 
actress. 

The murder of Madge York, for 
which James B. Gentry was sentenced 
to be hanged and finally sent to prison 
for life, was committed on the after- 
noon of February 17, 1895, in Phila- 
delphia, where Madge York was play- 
ing with the “Baggage Check” Com- 
pany. Gentry, who was filling an en- 
gagement in Boston, had, his friends 
alleged, been seriously ill with the 
grippe, and was drinking heavily. He 
had an- engagement to meet Miss 
Yorke in New York early; in Feb- 
ruary, but through a misunderstand- 
ing, he missed her at the railroad 
station. 

He met some friends in New York, 
and they jokingly told him that Miss 
York was receiving the attentions of 
another actor. From that time. all 
trace of Gentry was lost until he rush- 
ed into the room occupied by Miss 
Yorke, at a Walnut street hotel, in 
Philadelphia, and shot and killed the 
actress. In his hurry to escape from 
the hotel, Gentry fell from the fire

July 
eased off to a net decline of 7 points, 
but ruled relatively steady, and led a 
moderate recovery, which occurred as 
a result of covering and support from 
some of the spot interests during the 
late trading. There seemed to be noth- 
ing fresh in the news to account for 
the violent fluctuations during the 
middle of the day, and it was sup- 
posed that western longs were liquidat- 
ing, on the repcrts of better weather 
and improving crop conditions. Leading 
trade interests were buyers on the 
break. Seuthern spot markets 6ffi- 
cially reported were unchanged to 1-8c 
higher.

BAD BREAK IN STOCKS 
CAME AS SURPRISE 


Market Demeralized in After- 
noon When Margins Were 
Rapidly Wiped Out. 


New York, June !7.—Speculative de- 
flation, which took on symptoms of 
collapse,- was effected In the stock 
market today. The suddenness and vio- 
lence of the break jn prices came as 
a surprise, in spite of the expressions 
of distrust lately of the high level of 
prices and of the extent to which bor- 
rowed money was being used to carry 
stocks on margin. The bear party in 
the speculation, which undertook op- 
erations on the short side, bas on 
this situation, has met inseparable’ op- 
position so often in the shape of pow- 
erful] support of the market that the 
ability to hold prices or to advance 
them had come to be relied upon. The 
withdrawal of that support undoubted- 
ly was a very important element ir 
the weakness which swept over the 
market today. Of course, as the deciine 
proceeded, the floor of liquidation was 
very much increased, but it was not 
notably heavy at the outset. The open- 
ing selling, in fact, was well absorbed, 
and an effective rally achieved. At that 
point stock began to come out again, 
partly frotn those important interests 
which bought yesterday to chéck the 
threatened demoralization then, and 
which sought the earliest opportunity 
to resell their takings, and partly from 
the organized bears, who had strength- 
ened their position by Yarge covering 
operations. As prices crumbled away, 
margins were wiped out and stop-loss 
orders uncovered, and soon after mid- 
day the market was qemoralized, Prob- 
ably no one factor of the several which 
were discussed was responsible for the 
break, and all combined might have 
been passed over in a speculative po- 
sition, less vulnerable to attack, De- 
velopments in the copper trade in the 
last few days have impressed senti- 
ment very unfavorably owing to the 
suspicion engendered that speculative 
forces had been at work in the mar- 
ket for the meta] to sustain the specu- 
lation in stocks. A slump in the cop- 
per metal market in London todaw re- 
inforceg this suspicion. European cop- 
per trade statistics show how large 
part of recent and current American 
exports are going into warehouse 
stocks abroad, rather than into con- 
sumption. This showing had an effect 
on sentiment regarding the steel! trade, 
where the current active demand stil] 
continues, but with the possibility, as 
in the copper trade, of an accumulation 
of stocks that may prejudice later de- 
mand. The later stages of the move- 
ment to secure admission of” United 
States steel to the Paris bourse have 
made a bad impression, in spite of the 
protestations of bankers in their con- 
fidence in the ultimate success of the 
plan. Doubts have grown up on the 
subject, and the tone of the stock mar- 
ket is greatly prejudiced by those 
doubts, owing to the heavy stress laid 
On the project tn its early stages as a 
warrant for indefinite advancement of 
prices. There was some comment on 
the coincidence of the appearance of 
the report of the Hughes committee 
on the exchanges. and the break in 
the stock market. Members of the 
stock exchange, however. ,were dis. 
posed quite generally to profess satis- 
faction with the contents of the report. 
Practices which have been under crit- 
icism, such as short selling restriction 
Of distribution of auotations ana even 
manipulation. are distinctly defended or 
commended in the report.
